Uses for Sawdust 

Not so very long ago about the 
only real use anyon. had for. saw: 
dist was for packing ico, That was 
when small local sawmills were more 
common, aud the amount of thia form 
of Waste wood was, or at any rate ap- 
peared, comparatively smeil. Now, 
when the tendency is to consolidate 
these into large mills with a capacity 
of several hundred thousand feet .f 
lumber per day, the daily waste in 
sawdust is seen to be enormcus and 
much experimenting is boing done to 
discover new methods of utilizing ». 

Perhaps the most promising ven- 
ture in sawdust utilization in this 
cuntry is the manufacture of 
ethyl (or grain) aleohol. The .awdust 
is treated with sulphuric acid under 
suitable conditions, resalthig In the 
formation of sugar, which is then fer- 
mented to produce alcohol. Several 
plants have been erected to troduce 
alcohol from wood in this manner and 
though thero are some difficulties 
still to be overcome, the ultimate suc- 
cess of the process on a commercial 
scale is avsured. * 

Sawdust has been successfully man- 
ufactured into briquettes for fuel for 


very simple process. The shavings 
and sawdust are first steam- 
dried, the water contained in the 
wood being thus evaporated and the! 
resin almost liquifed. The sawdust | 
i. then compressed under heat into 
briquets of the desired sfze, the con-| 
tained resin acting as a binder.

Diagnosis is val- 
uable in the at- 
tempted cure of 
any malady. This 
fs true of sin-sickness, depravity, as 
of any other ailment of humanity. 
The better we «understand the origin 
of sin and the methods of its opera- 
tion in . rsc’ves and in others, the 
fore succes.ful we shall be in com- 
bating it. We must know what helps 
to feed the ailment and what tends 
to destroy it. 

Our forefathers erred, evidently, in 

their declaration of total depravity. 
None of us ever met a human bein 
entirely depraved—entirely devoid o 
sympathy for righteousness and truth 
—dead to all good influences. Lxperi- 
ence, however, does corroborate the 
Bible statement that “there is none 
righteous no, not one’’—all are sin- 
ners. Moreover. the Bible goes to the 
root of the matter; aid experience 
eorreborates its statement in our text 
—that we and all humanity were born 
fr | state of tin, with the predilection 
@r inclination toward sin. 
. We are not, however, to conclude 
that God made us sinners; for the 
Bible contracicts that thought, and 
@ssures us that ‘all His work is per- 
fect.’ According to the Bible, we re- 
ceived our ‘ives from our parents; 
and they theirs from their parents; 
and so back to Father Adam. The 
Bible tells us that our parents sinned, 
and came under the Diving sentence 
of death; and that this meant mental 
end moral, as well as ci fe veng de- 
generacy. The Apostle dea ares, “By 
one man’s disobedience sin entered 
fnto the world, and death by sin.”— 
Romans 5:12.

When, therefore, we find in our- 
gelves nd others wayward, sinful 
tendencies, we reflect that these are 
evidences of the fall, the curse, and 
that all who are under such influ- 
ences are to be pitied. True pity, 
. however, must not be sympathy with 

sin, but with the sinner, who 
handicapped by the predisposition to 
sin. Sin calls for radical measures 
for its extermination for the release 
of the sinner; but our best efforts for 
them and for others will be attained 
through a knowledge of the facts, and 
through the exercise of the proper 
sympathy. There are probably more 
people injured through lack of sym- 
pathetic help than are helped by the 
edministration of cold-blooded a 
tice without tenderness or sympathy. 
We have been slow to learn this 
lesson. . 

Undoubtedly as human sympathy 
expands through a knowledge of the 
facts. both parents and children will 
be blessed by that increase of knowl- 
edge. Parents need to learn that 
their own mental moods and sym- 
pathies with right or wrong serve to 
stamp, to birth-mark their children, 
either favorably or unfavorably. The 
Berens of a vicious child should re- 

ct that they had much to do with 
fiat viciousness. Properly informed 
and right-willed, they might have 

roduced the child with a much more 

vorable organism. It requires a 
a deal of training to work out of 

e child's disposition that which was 
inbred at its birth. Indeed, the prob- 
pity is that only a small portion of

discern that {+ question is not, What 
shall we to escape d: -nation, or 
condemnation? We were born in 
damnation, condemned to death as 
unworthy of I’e. The Divine decree 
is that no sinner may have everlast- 
ing life. It is a gift of God, designed, 
not for stnners, but for those who are 
perfect, sinless, Adam was condemn- 
ed to death as soon as hy became a 
trausgressor; and all of his children 
were born in the same condemned 
condition. Condemnation passed up- 
on all men because all are sinners. 

ll are imperfect, fallen. Our text 
ells us that they were born in this 


fallen, disapproved or condemned 
condition. 
The question with us, then, is not, 


What shall we do to escapé coming 
under condemnation? for the whole 
world is condemned already. (John 
8:18.) The question is, How shall we, 
who are Mare d eondemned of God 
as unworthy of everlasting life, get 
free from that condition in which we 
were born and get back into that con- 
dition of perfection which God will 
approve, in which we should be ac- 
counted worthy of everlasting life? 

The Bible answers our question. It 
tells us that God has had compassion 
upon our race and has provided the 
Saviour. 1 bi gate that for God to 
be just and yet grant forgiveness to 
t > sinner requires that One shall 
pay substitutionally the penalty ori- 
ginally pronounced against Father 
Adam, This being effected, the Re- 
deemer will have the richt to restore 
to perfection Adam and Il his pos- 
terity desirous of returning to God. 

The Meégsage respecting this merci- 
ful arrangement is called the Gospel 
—the Good Tidings that there is a 
way of return from sin to holiness 
and from condemnation to death back 
to justification of life. 

As we have seen, the ¢: ‘ag needful 
for all who desire to return to God’s 
favor is that they may be restored to 
that condition of physical perfection 
in which Adam was before he sinned. 
When thus restored. they would have 
the same opportunity of demonstrat- 
ing loyalty to God that Adam had at 
first. If they, when recovered, stand 
the tests of loyalty and obedience, 
they shall receive God’s ,ift of ever- 
lasting life.

The chief lessons for al! 
sons of God to learn are: 

(1) Faith in God—full trust in Him 
and Ilis providences; 

{2) Loyalty to Him—to the princl- 
les of His Goverment, and to all 
hose whom He has accepted a: sons. 

(3) They must all possess in large 
degree God's own Spirit ct love, kind- 
ness, gentleness and mercy, as wel! as 
of the Truth. 

They will not, however, be judged 
holy according to the flesh. Rather, 
judgment, or decision, in their cases 
will be rendered according to th» spir- 
it, the intention, the will. They will 
be rewarded for what they have en- 
deavored to do and have striven to do 
tather than according to the success 
they have attained.
